Acres and acres of sunflowers dot- 
ted over the province. Patches of 
suntiowers on every farm from the 
southern boundry to the north. 
Through the so-called dry belt, in 
the irrigated areas, wherever oats 
and peas do not grow in great a- 
bundance, there will the sunflower 
flourish. 

And the mission of.the sunflower 
will be to make a dozen dairy cattle’ 
grow where only one was found be- 
fore. It will enlarge the dairy ‘herds 
of Alberta. It will transform its 
golden Justur into fragrant butter 
and rich creamy milk. 

Such was the message bronght to 
the dairymen of the province at 
this afternoon’s session of. the big 
convention now drawing toa close 
at the Macdonald.

Summerized, these experiments 
show that sunflowers will yield some 
12,000 pounds per acre as compared 
with between’ five six thousand 
pounds, of corn, oats and peas per 
acre. Sunflower silage has proven 
to be equal pound for pound to the 
silage from oats and peas or corn. 
And one acre of sunflowers will win- 
ter feed five or six dairy cattle as 
compared ‘vith the yield of two or 
three acres of hay or light oats to- 
_keep one cow for, one winter. 

‘There is no need to dwell on the 
tremendous importance to the 
country of being able to reduce by 
twenty per cent the cost of any 
product so essential to Luman well 
being as milk’’. said Mr. Hutton 
‘To add a dollar to every five dol- 
lars of net earnings is surely worth 
the consideration ‘of every dairy- 
man. Such a saving would total 
millions of dollars. annualy and 
would remain in the pockets of the 
producers, and be available for the 


purchase of those comforts of life 


which they so richly deserve. Where 
silage can be brought into such lib- 
beral use on the farm as to consti- 
tute the bulk of the ration feed to 
dairy cows in winter the advancing 
costs of production will be overcome 
to a great extent. 

‘‘For a number of years experi- 
ments have beén conducted by the 
experimental farm system of the 
Dominion government and the pro- 
vincial demonstration farms, al] of 
which have emphasized the suitabi- 
lity of this form of providing fodder | ' 
in Western Canada. During the 
past season the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company, has stored in 
silage a considerable area of peas 
and oats, corn and sunflowers at its 
demonstration farm at Strathmore. 
The yields of these crops are’ care- 
fully determined’ from measured

Reasonable Prices? 


The Regina Grain Growers’ associ- 
ation at their mecting on Saturday 
last called for an investigation into 
lumber prices, and in the legislature 
on Monday, during the discussion of 
the housing scheme, the minister of 
municipal affairs declared that Can- 
ada’s requirements were not being 
met because of the fact that United 
States buyers were outbidding each 
other, regardless of price, for British 
Columbia's output, with the natural 
result that prairie province consum- 
ers had to pay exorbitant prices or go 
without needed supplies. He predict- 


ed further large advances in price, and. 


even the possibility that, if an em- 
bargo was not placed on the export 
of lumber, building in this country 
would be brought to a standstill. 
Support for ‘these views is found 
in a recent editorial in the Vancouver 
World headed, “Our Prosperous Lum- 
ber Industry,” which records the fact 
that Australia cannot secure the lum- 
ber it desires in B.C., and is forced 
to-go to Siberia for it. The fault is 
not awiceether the British Columbia 
luwberman’s, says The World, which 
explains the situation in these words:

J for the drag- harrow. _It-has 
a place on the farm ‘and si should b 
kept in “its place. 

Another. implement responsible for 
.soil drifting is the disc harrow:"" 
also has a place on the farm and is 
an excellent implement to use fn its 
place, but its place in on the summer- 
follow. 

The spring-tooth cultivator can do} 
good service on the fallow in place of 
the disc harrow and drag harrow, and 
benefit the soil. I have great faith in 
the soil packer, and the packer and 
cultivator have largely replacer other |. 
implements on my oun. farm. 

Lessong of the Year Summarized 

The lessons of the past season may 
be, summed up as follows:— 

The use of good, selected seed, . 

More and better summerfallow. 

Depend lesg on the rainfall through- 
out the growing season and more on 
that stored up in the fallow. 

Fit the summerfallow to receive and 
conserve all the rains that fall, pro- 
fuse or scant. 

Plow in season. Make the soil fit 
for plowing by cultivation of the stub- 
ble after the crop ig taken off. De- 
pend more on the culttivator than the 
disc harrow and drag harrow. 

. Use a packer attachment on the 
plow and larger and heavier packer. 

Where soils are loose, open and 
porous‘and Hable to arift, plow a little 
deeper, bring up some raw soil from 
the lower depths to moke a granu- 
lar rather than a dust mulch, add 
fresh plant food to the surface sdil. 

Sow early varieties to mature in 
good season to lessen the chance af 
injury to the crop by rust of frost. 
Sow some brome grass when the 
soils are likely to blow. 

Cut the stubble high in the fields to 
be fallowed the following season to 
add fibre and humus to the soil. 

Don’t condem the packer after only 
one season’s trial.

How To Make 
And Use Hot Beds 
And Cold Frames 


. ‘BY W. T. MACOUN 

A hotbed ie desirable wherever veg- 
etables or flowers are grown {in Can- 
ade. It is a means by which plants 
are grown through their earlier stages 
in a suitable temeerature in order to 
shorten the time of reaching condi- 
tion for use or of coming into flower. 
It is the early vegetables which are 
the most profitable and most appre 
ciated. Furthermore, with a hotbed 
it is possible to mature certain vege- 
tables in parts of Canada where, if 
started in the open, they, would not 
Again, with a hotbed it is possible to 
mature a large crop when without 
one the crop would be very small. 
Certain vegetables also, even if not 
subjected to actual frost. will not grow 
{f the soil: and air are cold, hence 
must be started in warm’ soil and 
warm air such as is afforded by a 
hotbed, and the plants grown there are 
not set out in the open until warm 
weather has set in. Cuch crops as rhd- 
ish, lettuee, spinach, carrots and other 
vegetables which will reach market- 
able size in a relatively short season 
and are easily handled while the 
weather is still cool in early spring 
reach the stage when they are ready 
for use much sooner ‘when kept in 
the hotbed or cold frame than if one 
had tg wait until the seed were plant- 
ed in the open and the plants devel- 
oped there. There ig usually greater 
danger from keeping the hotbed too 
hot for these particular vegetables 
than its being too cool. Cauliflower 
also can be grown to maturity in. hot- 


| beds, and in places where it is dif- 


ficult owing to summer frosts or cool 
weather to grow cucumbers and mel- 
ns, a few plants in a hotbed will pro- 
vide a fair supply for the family. 
: Making the Hotbed 
In making a hotbed, the first. step 
ig to choose a good situation on the 
where the cold winds 
from. the ‘north will be broken and all 


the sunshine possible will be obtained. 
After deciding on the site, the frame 
should be made. 


The simplest frame 


is one made out of two-inch planks 
It should be so constructed that it 
may be raised, as this may be necess- 
ary if the plants are to close to the 
glass. The frame should be at least 
six inches higher at the back than at 
the front, in order that the rain will 
run off readily and the plants get 
more sunshine.

edges of the frame. 


The sashes generally used are six 
by three feét. Where space is limit- 
ed and it is desirable to remove the 


hotbed after one is done using it for) 


the season a frome made so that it 
can be taken apart readily and put 
together again easily may be used. 
A hotbed may be made either above 
or below ground. If above ground, 
it may be made in any situation where 
the water is not-likely to lie. The 
one below ground is usually prefer- 
able if it can be made where the land 
is high and well drained. To make 
the latter, the soil should be taken 
out to the depth of about eighteen 
inches or more and about three feet 
wider ‘than’ the frame so that there 
will be room for banking. The bank- 
ing is a very important part of the 
construction of a hotbed as the con- 
servation of heat in the bed depends 
very much upon it. It will be readily 
seen that much labour will be saved 
by doing the necessary excavation for 
the fame in'the autumn when there is 
no frost in the ground. Horse manure 
is the best to. use in making the hot- 
bed and it should be quite frersh, not 
cold and rotten, and not already heat- 
ed. It should be piled near where the 
hotbed is to be, and when it begins to 
heat it should be turned to make it of 
more uniform consistency, As the pile 
of required for a small hotbed will be 
small and the manure not heat so well 
in this account as if the pile had been 
larger, and as it will soon cool down 
in cola weather unless protected, .it is 
desirable to cover it in some way. If 
he manure is very ‘strawy it will not 
heat quickly and may be too hot later 
on. Five or six ‘days after turning, 
it should be quite hot and is now ready 
for use. The bed is started from one 
and the manure shaken in from a fork 
so that the long and short manure will 
be well mixed. When one layer ‘is 
made it should be tramped well and 
then another layer started, and so on, 
tramping each layer well until the 
manure is the depth required. The 


depjth will depend on when the bed is 


ed.on and then about four to #ix inches 


|i} been put in, the frame should be plac-

should be from two to two and a half 
feet in depth, but if made during the 
latter part of March when the weather 
is not very cold, about a foot of man- 
ure will suffice. After the manure has 
been put in, the frame should be plac- 
ed on, then about four to six inches 
more manure put in and banked well 
around the sides of the frame both 
inside and out. Outside, the manure 
should be banked to the top ‘of the 
frame and frorm twelve to fifteen 
inches in width. The bed is now ready 
for the sashes and the frames should 
be so constructer that they will fit 
snugly. Shelters made of one-inch 
lumber the same size as the sashes 
are useful for covering them, as they 
help to conserve the heat in cold 
weather. In two or three days the 
sash should be removed,’ the manure 
given a tramp all over, making it 
level where necessary, and then the 
soil put on. To get the best results 
the soil should be prepared the pre- 
vioug -auaumn and left in a pile 
over winter. It should be rich and 
of such a character that it will not 
bake. A good garden soil mixed with 
one-quarter to one-third its bulk of 
well rotted manure makes a good soil 
for hotbeds. Roeted sod also akes a 
very good sil Some soils are. very 
loose and where such have to be used 
they should be made firm with a board 
before the seed is sown, otherwise 
the seed will not germinate readily. 
The soil .should be from five to six 
inches in depth over the manure, and 
it ig better to have it a little deep than 
too shallow... The soil when it is put 
in should come near the top of the 
frame at the olwer side as the manure 
will sink considerably, and the nearer 
the plants are to the glass later on the 
stockier they will be. In five or six 
days the hot-bed will be ready for he 
seed, but it is necessary to wait until 
the manure has cooled a little and the 
temperature.has fallen to between 80 
degrees and 90 degrees. Fahreheit 
During this time when it is hottest, 
some of the heat may be allowed to 
escape by raising the sashes a little 
each day. One should have a metal 
thermometer fox thrusting tinto the 
soil to determine the temperature.
